Off 
the Iffand of Madafcar, on the rift of this Month, we had a 
moft terrible ftorm, which lafted three days, in which the 
Sceptre, Capt. S. Graves, Jolt all her mafts, bowfprit, and e- 
very bit of her ftanding rigging. The Commodore loft his mi- 
zen matt, fore-tupmatt, and with difficulty faved the other from 
going. ‘The Monarca loft her bowfprit, and had all her fails 
blown away. The other thips fuffered confiderably ; and had 
not the wind, -after this-territle gale, fet fair for the Cape, our 
fituation mult have been miferable. The crews of all rhe hips, 
were fo reduced, that*men ¢oul® hardly be got to work the 
pumps, and fome even died at that labour, We have been 
well received here, the Dutch and French fhowing us évery a& 
of kindaefs, Above 4400 min from the different thips have 
beén fent on fhore to fitk quafters, df which number 70 have 
died ; the others have recovered very fait by the ufe of vepe- 
tables, which grow here, in thie gréate(t profufion and perfce- 
tion. © Tt will be at Icaft three months before we thall be able 
to mutter futlictent ffrength to proceed to England, and by that 
time: we expect, the fecond divifioa will be here to refrefh on 
their way home.
